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NSC Mee-ting on the December 30, 1931 Saljictipna

In the NSC meeting of May 24 , the President defterred a decision 
on whether to maintain, rescind, or extend the December 30 
safbtions until after the Versailles and Bonn Siinnnits. Nevertheless, 
he used the occasion of the meeting to indicate his general views 
on this subject. Among the views expressed at the meeting were: 

1. The purpose of the December 30 sanctions was to advance 
re4bnciliation in Poland through concrete measures. 

2. The initiative on East-West credits is solely linked 
to consideration of extraterritorial controls on oil euid gas 
eqtU.pment. 

3. Concern that U.S. credibility would be undermined by 
reJiaxing the sanctions prior to substantial improvement in the 
Polish situation and a meaningful allied agreement on credits. 

4. A desire to persuade the Allies to move forward with 
th4[ development of North Sea gas reserves on an accelerated basis 
ana to jibandon the second strand of the Siberian gas pipeline. 

dpiitle developments at the Summits remain fresh in the minds of 
|h4i participants, the President wishes to once again review the 
crildit initiative and the December 30, 1981 sanctions amd decide 
on one of the following options:
